The fo correapondent of the N, Y, Ob.
server has following artiole on “The Bells of
Mosoow”’ in the last issue of that paper:—

At the foot of the Ivan Tower, in the Krem-
lin of Moscow, supporied by a tal of
stone, ia the largest ball in the world, and pro-
bably the largest that sver was in the world,
A plecs is broken ont of its side, and the frag.
ment is lyiog near, The breadth of the bell is
Bo great—il I twenty fvel acroga—that the
oavity underneath has been ueed as a chapel,
where as nany rﬂple vau atand as in & circle
pixty feet around.

In Rnsasis the bell is an instrument of mnasic
for the worship of (iod as truly and reslly as
the organ in any other conntry. Thin faot is
not metitionad in the accounts we have of the
wonderfal, enormous, and almost inoradibly
heavy bells that have been oast in Moscow,
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but it is the key to what wonld otherwise be
dificnlt to explain. It appears to be atupid |
to oast bulls so large as to be next to imnar e |
for convenlent use, in 40 or always of falling
and dragging others (o ruin intheir fall, Bat |
when the bell g 3 medinm of somwmunication
with the Iufinits, and the worehip of a people
and av empire finds expression in the majeatio '
toneg of abell, it ceases to be a wonder that a
bell shonld have a tongue which requires |
twenty-four men fo move, and whoss music
should gend a thrill of praise into evary honse
in the city aod float away bayond the river into
the plains afar.

Mogcow is the holy eity of the Greek Charch. |
Pilgrims come hither from thonsands of milss
off, and om foot, and sometimes withont
shoes, 1 have seen them, with staves in
their heads, and their travel-worn feet woand
np in eloths, wending their way to the sacred |
hill. Aud when they draw nigh uoto ths |
city, and ou ths evening air the musiy of these |

holy bells is first borne to their ears, they fall ’

npon their faces, prostrate, and worship God.
It they could go no further, they would be
content to die there, for they have heard the
bells of Mosvow, and on their majestic tones
their gouls have been taken up to heaven |
This is the sentiment of tha snperstitions
pensant; and it s a beautiful sentiment, ideal
indeed, but all the more delicate and exalted.

Aa long as five hundred yoars ago, this cast-
ing of bells was su art in Kussia. It is ons of
the fine arts vow. Ierhaps -our great bell
founders, the Meneslys, will not admit that
the foundera there have any more skill in
their manufacture thun we have, and I am not
gure that their bells have apy tones more ex-
quigite than ours would have if we wonld put
as much silver and gold into our ball metal as
they do. But 2o long as those precions metalg
are at the present premiom, little or none of
them will liud its way iato our church bells.
We bave not the mistaken idea of the Russian
a8 to the use of a bell, We use it to eall the

opls to the honse of worship, They nse the
ﬁ:ll for worehip, Oar bells speak to us. Their
bells praise God. They cast their silver and
their gold into the molten mass, and it be.
comes an offering, a3 on an altar, to Him who
Is worshippsd with every sllvery mote and
golden tene of the holy bell.

This ona great bell is the growth of centn-
rled. In 1503 it was cast, aud weighed enly
36,000 pounds, It fell in aflre and was recast
in 1604, being increased to the astonishing
weight of 285 000 ponunds, This was too vast
& weight to be taken up to the top of the tower,
and it was sustained by a frams at the foot of it,
In 1700 it fell in another fire and was broken
into fragments, which lay there on the gronnd
about thirty years. It was racast in 1733, and
four years afterwards a piece was knoclead ont
of the side of it, and it has been standing here
on the gronnd more than a century, It
weighs 444,000 pounds! In the thick«st part
it is two fest through. It has relief pie-
tures on it of the Ewperor aud Lmpress, of
the Baviour and the Virgin Mary, and the
Kvangelists.

Ascending the Ivan tower, we find on thres
sucoescive stories bells to the number of thirty-
four. Bome of these are of a size to fill ons
with astonishment had he not seen the giant |
below. The largest is on the first story above
the chapel, and weighs more than aixty tons,
It ewinga freely and is easily ruog. I emote
it with the palmm of my hand, suppoilog that
gich a blow could not produce the slightest
vibration in such a mighty mass of iron, but
it ruog ont as clear and startling as if a spirit
within bad responded to my koock withont.
Two bells are of solid silver, and thsir tones |
are exqnisitely soft, liguid, and pure. It was
exoiting to go from one to another and strike
tham with their tongues, or with your hand, |
and paloh the variety and richuess of their
several melodies.

The chapel below is dedleated to ths patron
gaint of all ladies abont to be married, and it
may be readily belisved that the bell that
gives expression to thein prayers will have,
at least to their ears, the sweotest tone of all
the bells in Mosgcow.

I had come down from the Kremiin to my
lodgings at Billot's, and, wearied with the wag- |
derings of the day, was lying on the bed and |
looking out on the city. It is just before sun- |
#et, and the day hias been oppressively warm.
A delicious glow from the gorgeous west is |
bathing all the dowes and roofs with splendid F
oolorg, aud silence is stealing in with the set- J

ting sun upon the crowded town. It is the
eve of one of their vinst holy festivals of the |
Church. One vast church edifioe is direotiy
in view of my window, and but a short way off,

As 1 lie musl:‘t;] from this church at hand
comes the softast, sweetest toue of an evs:lug
bell. Ancsher tong yesponds, A thixd 1=
heard. The Ivan tower on the keight of |
the Kremlin utters his tremendous voice, like |
the voloe of many waters. And all thechurches
and towere over the whols city, four hundred
bells and more, in concert, in harmony, *‘with
notes almost divine,” litt up their voices in
an aunthem of praise, such as | never thonght
to hear with mortal ears; wavea of mslody, an
ocean of mngic, deep, rolling, heaviog, chang-
ing, swelling, sinking, 1ising, sonndiog, over-
whelmiog, exalting.

I had heard the great organs ol Earopa,
but they were tame and trifling compared
with this, The anthem of Nature at Niagara
is familiar to my ear, but its thuuder is one

reat monotone, The musio of Moscow's bells

above and beyond them all. It Is the voice
of the people. It utters the smolions of mil-
licns omving, beating, longing hearts, not
enlightened, perhaps, like yours, bat all
orying out to the Great Father, in these
solmn and inspiring tonea, as if these tongues
bad voioes to cry:—‘‘Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord
God Almighty, Heaven and Earth arve full of
Thy glory.”
